Droopins "Skull Crackers." 

From a spectacular point of view, 
the most interesting use of the mag- 
net i' in connection with what are 
known as "skull crackera-enormous 
weights, from 10,000 to 20,000 pounds, 
u^^ed for breaking up "skulls, . or the 
metal which clings to the lining oE 
liot metal ladles, or imperfect caRt- 
ings or such like material, which 
must be broken before being thrown 
into a furnace for re-melting. The 
crane, with its magnet, is employed 
to put the castings into position for 
their execution. Then the weight la 
raised, and, at the proper height, re- 
Ip.nseH. With .smashing force, down 
li fnlls, fluH tlip niasupt then pickE 
up the broken pieces of the "sliuUs," 
and loads them into the boxes, 
whence they will be shot into the 
fiery furnaces. Tiius the entire oper- 
ation is conducted by the man in 
charge of the crane, and there is no 
need for labourers to risk their lives 
bv appearing on the scene.=i while the 
niiphty weight docs its pulveiising 
work. 

One other point in favour of the 
lifiinp r!ii!gnei m".;5t bo rr.cntioricd. 
It is not afraid to handle hot iron 
from the furuaces of the casting 
hou.se. Hence it can he taken out ot 
th« way wiien it would have to be 
allowed to cool if fingers of flesh and 
bone were required to make it fast to 
the iioisiing crane.

Halifax Hears and Honours a 



Halifax honoured itself yesterday 
ill honouring General Hooth— a mnn 
v.liom Govciiior Fraser and Mr. 
justice Longley united at last night's 
meeting in speaking of a^ one wlio.se 
name nniks among tnc greatest in 
history. Il is an inspiration tn see 
;:nd iiear sueh a man. ocventy-nine 
.voars "young," not old, some nn.e ha;; 
snid. Fev.' inen twenty yj-ars yoiinjcr 
ihan General Booth could stand the 
strain that ho slniost daily 'inder- 
goes -^ on the platform and oil it, in 
his rnund-the-world journeyB. Take 
yesterday: The General replied 
in a long and vigorous speech to the 
civic addresses; he gave an interview 
to the newspaper men, and in the 
evening he spoke ior more than nr. 
houi end a quarter. 

The evening meeting wiis a mag- 
nificent one, held in the curling club 
on Bland Street, in the far extreme 
of the southern part of the eily. Yet 
it was crowded by nn nudienc.e that 
listened with the closest attention to 
The General's speech. It wss a ivon- 
derful speech, and it was not strange 
tiiat it held thoi^e who heard it speil- 
houiul — a narration of a grand move- 
jnent. and of Bel'-saerificing, noble 
and succe.ssful endeavour. General 
Booth's voice was not Joud, but very 
penetrating, nnd probably hia words 
were all distinctly heard throughout 
the great building, the acoustics of 
which, naturally, were not of tlie 
best. 

Hon. Premier Murray's Appreciation. 

Hon. Premier Murray was in- the 
chair nr.^ or. the platform was a 
company of the best knov.r; men in 
the professional and commercial life 
of Halifax. 

In introducing General Booth, tho
